PUBLIC LANDS, 
DECISIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT PEOPLE. 
Wem d rox. D. C., Nov. 14~—Acting- 

Secretary-of-the-Interior Joslyn today de- 

cided that the statutes restrict a contest 

against a prior timber-eulture entry to one 

who seeks to enter it under the Homestead 

and Timber Culture laws. In the absence of 

an application there is no right of contest. 
CONTESTS. 

In a decision rendered today the Acting 
Secretary of the Interior holds that a contest 
for a land title instituted by a parent cannot 
be transferred or inherited by a child, even 
though it shall appear that the contest was 
instituted for the child’s benefit. 

COMMISSIONER M’FARLAND, 
in a recent decision, declares that where a 
person has failed to make entry to a tract of 
land through being misinformed of his rights 
by local when -otherwise entitled to 
make entry, will be protected by the depart-

Ir the Illinois Legislature this winter shall 
pass a law establishing a uniform system for 
the licensing and regulating of the saloon 
business in this State the Germans cannot 
fairly or consistently oppose it. To make 
this clear we print in @nother column an epit- 
ome of the fegulations m force in the Ger- 
man Empire with reference to the liquor 
traffic, as collected from original sourees by 
Gov. Foster, of Ohio. A perusal of these 
regulations will show that the license system 
is universal in Germany, that restrictions are 
more severe than any which it is proposed to 
establish here under a uniform license sys- 
tem, and that the police powers over the sa- 
loons are more sweeping than are demanded 
here by anybody except a handful of prohibi- 
tionists. Aside from all this, the average 
German citizen will be better satisfied with 
one respectable saloon in a block than with 
half a dozen. low-down places reeking with 
filth and immorality. The license system is 
the best that can be devised to protect the 
“personal liberty’? which is so dear to the 
Germans, for it will bring local govern- 
ments a revenue which they will not be dis- 
posed to surrender to avy sentimental agita- 
tion, and it will also abate the excesses and 
abuses which grow out of a redundance of 
saloons and lead up to the spasmodic out- 
cries for the abolition of the liquor traffic.

THE TRUE Me wy THE LIQUOR 


The rational *— ot the liquor question 
is to be sought in an adequate license sys- 
tem and proper police regulation. The agi- 
tation for coercive temperance Jaws has re- 
ceived a blow from the late elections which 
cannot fall to paralyze it for some time to 
come. In Ohio the Republicans were re- 
buked, not for proposing a uniform license 
system, but because this measure was put 
forward in an offensive way, accompanied 
by prohibition for Sunday and unnecessary 
penal restrictions pfeacribed for liquor-deal- 
ers. In Indiana the Democrats swept the 
State with the aid of the German vote be- 
cause the Republicans were committed to 
the scheme for a prohibition amendment to 
the Constituuem. In Michigan the Repub- 


hibition amendment has been checked by the 
interference of the courts, which say that it 
was not lawfully submitted, and. that the 
State has no right to confiscate property (the 
and their prod- 


St. John, the apostle of prohibiuon, was de- 
feated for re@lection in the face of a Repub- 
lican majority which was regarded as in- 
vincible. In this Statc, where the issue was 
not actually before the people, Strattan, the 
Republican candidate for State Superintend- 
ent of Public lnstruction, was defeated by 
over 4,000 votes, though Smith, Republican 
candidate for State Treasurer, was elected 
by over 4,000 votes, simply because the for- 
mer was identified with the prohibition senti- 
ment. These results ought to convince the 
extremists and fanatics that a movement to 
prevent the manufacture and sale of liquor, 


‘wine, and beer by statute and constabulary 


can have no other effect than to disturb party 
relations and arouse a pernicious popular 
agitation, 

On the other hand, it is not to be concluded 
from the late elections that public sentiment 
is tolerant of the excesses, and vices, and 
abuses which grow out of the unrestrained 
and irresponsible traffic in liquor. The people 
have not approved of a system which pro- 
tects the concert-halls, low dance-houses, 


saloons. They do not favor 4,000 or 5,000 
saloons of various degrees of depravity in a 
community which would be plentifully sup- 
plied with one-third or one-quarter that num- 
ber. They do not demand that the manu- 
facture and sale of whisky shall be made as 
free as the manufacture and sale of bread. 
They do not insist that saloons shall have 
universal privileges to lure the young into 
debauchery, of that they shall not be held 
accountable for the evils they inflict upon 
the community. The great ty of all 
classes of people—the Germans as weil as 
the Puritans, the drinking people as well as 
the abstainers—woula be. found ranged, if 
the issue were made, on the side of high II- 
cense and strict regulation as calculated to 
reduce general taxation, to compensate for 
the evils of intemperance, to protect youth 
from temptation, to promote public order, 
and to limit the number of drinking-places 
to the actual necessities of the drinking 
classes. 

The Mayor of Milwaukee has set a good 
example at an opportune time by ordering 
the concert-saloons and dance-halls closed, 
and by appealing to the Council to raise the 
licenses and fix a reasonable hour for closing 
the bars. These recommendations are said 
to have excited resentment among the, sa- 
leonkeepers, but they will be received with 
favor by all other classes in the city, for they 
are founded on good sense, and are clearly 
in the interest of publie order without in- 
fringing upon the personal liberty“ of any- 
body. The reasonine of Mayor Stowell, of 
Milwaukee, is calculated to win the approval 
of all thinking men, whether they be drink- 
ers or not. All devices for amusement,” 
he says, or anything tending to induce cus- 
tomers to remain in saloons longer than 
they otherwise would were no such induce- 
ments there, should be eliminated from 
their conduct.” And he adds: Let the sale 
or use of intoxicants be separate from all 
other business or amusements, and stand or 
fall on its own legitimate merits or demerits 
like any other business, and not be fostered 
or stimulated by any other thing whatso- 
This is the true philosophy of the sa- 
loon traffic. The young men and young

It is for 
this reason that the Mayors and 


Councils of our large eities should be re- 


quired by law to conform to 4 uniform sys 
tem based upon considerations of public wel- 
fare and freed from ‘every suapicion of 
intolerance and fanaticism. The Illinois 
Legislature which meets this coming winter 
will be admirably situated for undertaking 
the establishment of just such a system. It 
will be protected by the recent expressions of 
public opinion from the error of agitating 
the prohivition question, and ‘at the same 
time it cannot tall to be impressed with the 
crying necessity for some ranonal settlement 
of the liquor question. There is already a 
local-option law which applies to cities, towns, 
and villages. That may be permitted to stand. 
In addition to this, a simple law providing 
that saloon-licenses.shall be from 8300 to 
$500 for cities and from $200 to $300 for the 
rural districts, unincumbered by any pro- 
hibition for Sunday or any other day, and 
setting aside the revenue from these licenses 
for the benefit of the cities and counties, will 
meet with the approval of the average senti- 
ment of all political parties and all grades of 
society. Such a law will be sustained by the 
local governments because it will yield them 
a large revenue and reduce taxation on rea 


and personal proverty in proportion. Its di- 


rect effect will be to diminish the number of 


| the saloons, assure the respectability of those 


which remain, and at the same time impair 
no personal rights. The only danger is that 
the politicians have been frightened so badly 
by the late elections that they will not dare 
to consider the liquor question in any shape.

BUTLER ON THE SITUATION. 

Ben Butler, in his capacity as Governor- 
elect of Massachusetts, has been posing as a 
prophet apd as a philosopher as to the possi- 
ble outcome of the present eondition of Na- 
tional politics. In that part of his deliver- 
ancein whieh he describes the past he is 
equal to any prophet. He tells the story of 
what has taken place and the causes produ- 
cing ascertained results with torce, vigor, and 
remarkable accuracy. Some of his recapitu- 
lation, of the causes leading up to the recent 
popular protests against the degraded con- 
dition of politics are stated so clearly and 80 
justly that they may be reproduced and rend 
with profit. When asked to what causes he 
attributed the results of the recent election 
he said that the general answer would be- 


To the wide dissatisfaction of the people with 
the manner in which the General Gov- 
erument has conducted its administration 
in its legislative as well as Ne executive 
Drauches. It must be due to the conductof 
the General Government, for the action 
of the people would pot be so universal and 
unanimous if arising from any ! cause. 
There can have been ouly one thing done by the 
General Government to produce so general an 
effect, and that is extruvagance in expena- 
iture and the enermous burdens of taxation. 
The middie classes the workingmen have 
borne this burden without compiaining because 
they bave supposed it was the necessary conse 
quence of the War and of the r of pay- 
ing the National debt. But when they were 
awakened by the pa ‘of the River and Har- 
bor bill for the expen ture of $18,000,000 over 
the veto of the President, they saw that there 

must be some other cause than public necessity 
for such a vast appropriation of the pubiic 

money, 


He also referred to as contributing causes 
the great popular discontent with Jay Hub- 
bell’s assesments, the star-route robberies, and 
the retention of Dorsey as the Secretary of 
the National Republican Committee in the 
face of the fact that he was on trial for these 
robberies, and also to excessive taxation, 
which will not be reduced at the coming 
short session.

This comprehensive statement of what 
ought to be done is as applicable to the Re- 
publican party as it is to the Democratic. To 
the extent that either of these parties is suc- 
cessful in accomplishing these resuits it will 
gain the confidence of the country and be re- 
stored to the control of the Government. 
Officially neither party is in power at this 
time, and neither possesses the confidence of 
the people. The largest and most powerful 
Republican States of the Union, such as 
New York, Pennsylvauia, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
and Indiana, have just pronounced against 
the past legislative and executive adminis- 
tration of the Government, while loud pro- 
tests to the same effect have been given in 
Illinois, Iowa. Michigan, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, California, and Colorado. The 
tendency ever since the War to maintain and 
increase expenditures, and of course 
to inhorease taxation, has been general. 
During the four years of the temporary 
majority of the Democrats in Congress, they 
did not even consider or adopt any measure 
for the reduction of taxation.

One of these wild clamor- 
ers for more tax, and one who demanded a 
general increase of tariff tax, not, as he said, 
for more revenue, but for more protection, 
wanted to increase the genera! tax on steel 
from 45 to 86 per t.

The fact that there was a surplus revenue 
of over $150,000,000 did not suggest a reduc- 
tion of taxation, but it did Inspire the wildest 
profligacy in expend The men who 
fa re taxation engineered and passed 
the $15,000,000 River Harbor bill, and 
have now, in the unfinished business of Con- 
gress, several other profligate schemes of 
expenditure. They have outrageously 
abused the power of taxation, and they have 
justly been overtaken by the avenging wrath 
of a people whose property has been confis- 
cated under the fraudulent pretense that the 
country was suffering for more taxation. 

Gen. Butler properly makes the reduction

What js 
demanded is a redaction ot the tax on all man- 
ufactured goods, which tax by its enormous 
exaction prohibits the manufacture, export, 
and sale of the products of American indus- 
try, deprives tne country of the profit of a 
trade with all the rest of the world, restricts 
the employment of labor to the smallest lim- 
its, and confiscates anutally full 50 per cent 
of every workman’s wages and earnings.

CLASS POLITICS. 

This has not been a good year tor side 
shows in politics, notwithstanding the wan- 
dering disposition of voters. Some very in- 
structive morais may be deciphered on the 
fragments that are scattured around the polis 
by those who are able to read as they run. 

In Pennsylvania, the State predminently of 
labor organization, the vote cast for the labor 
candidate for Governor was absolutely insig- 
nificant.

the laboring classes. 

The Greenbackers have fared no better 
than the political workingmen. In the last 
Congress there were five Greenback Repub- 
licans, two Greenback Democrats, and two 
Strait Greenbackers. There will be but a 
single member in the Forty-eighth Congress 
to represent the Greenback party. 

It the Prohibitionists were flattered by the 
Ohio election in October into the expectation 
that they were about te become a great Na- 
tional force, they have not had to wait long 
for a disinfectant. Their success in this 
State was confined to électing an anti-Pro- 
bibitionist Superintendent of Public Iustruc- 
tion. Like the Pennsylvania workingmen, 
they were bound to “play politics.” They 
nominated for this important position a 
woman, who had as much chance of being 
elected as of becoming the Father of her 
Country. 

The result of this foolishness was the de- 
feat of Strattan, who had voted to submit 
the prohibition amendment to the people. 
Those who want to reduce the liquor evil by 
State action should take a hint from the new 
light of the labor leaders of Pennsylvania. 
It they announce that they will give their 
votes to the party that will do the most for 
them the competition of the “ statesmen” 
for these votes will do more for this reform 
than they could ever accomplish by inde- 
pendent action. And for the people at large 
there will be the further galn that the meas- 
ures proposed will under this system be 
practical, and not fanatical. 

Special and class issues like those of the 
Labor party and the Prohibitionists are at 
the best too narrow a base for a whole party 
to stand on. What interests have the laborers 
that the rest of their fellow-countrymen have 
not? Where does the laboring ciass begin 
and where does it end? Did any one ever 
see a store clerk, paid $10 a week, who was 
Willing to enlist as a laborer in politics by 
the side of the rough-handed mechanics who 
easily make their $3 a day? The country 
does not want elass politics any more than 
class legisianon. A “laborer’s” party is 
founded just as much on wrong theory asa 
„eapltalist's“ party would be.

3 TWINS. 

In what the London Spectator says about 
the dangerous power of our American pluto- 
crats we have the companion piece to Her- 
bert Spencer’s remarks about our political 
bosses. These English observers see, as we 
do, that we are drifting to monopoly in in- 
dustry and monopoly in politics. Jay Gould 
and Jay Hubbell are moral twins. 

It isthe same kind of mind that assesses 
Government clerks and bribes Judges that 
keeps a voter out of his party primaries and 
wrecks a corporation. He who gobbles up 
for himself and his coterie the time that 
Treasury clerks owe thé Government and 
the money they owe their families, and 
sequestrates for a clique the emoluments of 
a whole party, is a bess, His mate is the man 
who disfranchises the majority of the stock- 
holders of, say, the Metropolitan Elevated 
Railroad, and persuades a Judge to prostitute 
for a gang of rich men the court that should 
award equal justice to all men. The one we 
call boss, ti other menopolist. They are as 
close of klu as Chang and Ewe. 

These classes, the Spectator says, do not ex- 
ist in England. No, but their descendants are 
there, and possess the land. What the Spec- 
tator sees today in Awerica is the feudaliza- 
tion of industry. Itis the compulsory redis- 
tribution in time dt peace of the estates of 
the people. Englisn feudalization was mili- 
tary, and occurred gome centuries ago. The 
William who damned the English public in 
1066 confiscated with the sword. Our Will- 
lam confiseates with the stock exchange. 
English soil is monopolized by a few great 
families; American industry is being mo- 
nopolized by a few great corporations and 
combinations. Just as the English aristoc- 
racy have used Parliament and the bench 
and bar to perfect the tities to what they 
stole, and to make the plundered still pay the 
taxes on it, our plutocrats are using Com- 
mon Councils, Legislatures, Cougress, and 
judiciary. 

All this happened long ago in England, 
and the bulk of che people have come to 
“dearly love a Lord,” which is English for 
monopolist, - But America is still in a state 
of flux. A minority of the English, an in- 
creasing one, show by some ominous par- 
tiality for land reform that they are not vet 
entirely reconciled to the manner by whieh 
British soil has been gerrymandered by the 
sword.

ONE CAUSE OF INTEMPERANCE. 

The London Standard recently contained 
an article upon intemperance which was 
illustrated by two cases that engaged the at- 
tention of the Coroner, and from these cases 
it pointed a morat'which is- quite applicable 
here as well as in that great metropolis. One 
of these cases was that of a cabinetmaker 
who had been constantly drunk for some 
years past, and had not been sober for a sin- 
gle day for at least a week before he was 
taken tothe infirmary, It was testified be- 


fore the jury that during his last debauch. 


some of his fellow-workmen as a practical 
joke put Freneh polish into his beer. The 
poor wretch was so. drunk that he did not 
know the difference. It was also testified 
that he lived in a condition of squalor and 
filth and poverty so dreadful that it could 
hardly be believed. ‘The second case was 
even more pitiable. It was that of a woman, 
the wife of a general dealer, who lived with 
her husband and four children in one 
wretched room, fourteen by fifteen feet, 
where these six people ate and slept. The 
eldest son testified that his mother was very 
drunk on the night she died, and that 
on the same night he went out to 4 
shop and brought his father home 
drunk also. He put them to bed, and 
when he woke in the morning he found his 
mother lying on the floor dead. The father 
testified before the jury that he was so drunk 
the night before he eould not remember 
how he got to bed, and that his wife was a 
great drunkard. It is hard for one who lives 
comfortably and decently to imagine the filth 
and squalor of that miserable lictle apart- 
ment where these two drunken wretches 
and their four unfortunate little children, 
the eldest boy being but 14, were huddled 
together. Itis hard to conceive what power 
can save those children, living in that pol- 
soned atmosphere and inhaling the fumes of 
spirit, from inheriting the curse and follow- 
ing in the steps of their parents. 

Such plague-spots as these are not confined 
to London, They are to be found in every 
large city. Similar and even worse spots 

be found in Chicago where people 
“live like swine and die like flies, and that 
they do exist is certainly a scandal upon our 
boasted civilization, for civilization has not 
struck very deeply when in the same city, by 
the side of men and women living in luxury 
and enjoying every comfort that conduces to 
personal enjoyment, if not always to personal 
improvement, may be found men and women 
living in a condition not only of ignorance 
and brutishness, but of squalor and filth be- 
low that of the animals. No matter whose 
fault it is, there has been neglect somewhere 
and there isa responsibility for it somewhere, 
just as long as the money is squandered 
which might ameliorate their condition, and 
just so long as they are suffered to remain in 
that condition without any effort being made

dy for the evil but teetotalism, and who bat- 
tle against an effect without fighting the 
cause. It would unquestionably surprise 
any of us to learn the proportion of intem- 
perance that is due te the depressing, de- 
grading, and horrible condMion of life in 
which so many of the poor—and even of the 
working classes—are compelled to live. If 
they can forget the cheerlesneas and wretch- 
edness of their homes in drink, what wonder 
is it that they seek the tempting oblivion? 
Who is to remedy this horrible state of 
things? Evidently not the poor themselves. 
They cannot litt themselves out of 
their wretchedness. Even had they the 
means, it is doubtful whether they 
would know how to use them, Civilization 
can do it if it is so disposed, and it will be 
less artificial when it makes the effort. It is 
as certain as anything is certain in this world 
that legislation against drinking is not going 


to remedy the evil, and that no one, not even 


the lowest wretch in the gutter, can be made 
to stop drinking against his will; but legisia- 
tion can deal with this condition of squalor— 
civilization can do it, prohibition can do it. 
If the prohibition organizations in this city 
did nothing more than lift one family out of 
its filth and degradation and place it among 
clean and wholesome surroundings, and in 
the midst of an environment which was not 
in itself a provocative to drink, they would 
accomplish more than they have ever yet 
done with their effortsat compulsion. It 
is possible for them and it is possible for 
charity, When aided by proper legislation, to 
break up the slums where intemperance is 
born. Itis not begotten in saloons. They 
are only the places where the demand for 
liquor is met, and the demand is bred, like a 
maggot, in the midst of filth, Remove the 
filth, and the demand may go with it.

From the new budget of the City of Paris 
some interesting facts are obtained, especially 
when they are placed alongside tne figures of a 
similar kind for past years. Thus in the year 
VII. of the Kepublic, when the population was 
531,000 souls, the ordinary budget was 7,500,000 
francs, or about 4% francs per inhabitant. Hy 
1800 the tax per inhabitant had risen to nearly 
double 4 francs, although the population was 
only increased by 16,766, and by 1817 it bad risen 
to more than ster times 14% francs, the highest 
point it reached until 1873, in wnies year it was 
104 francs, For 1850 the rate was 114 francs, the 
population being then 1,998,000, as against the 
531,000 in the year VII. of the First Republic, 
and 1,794,000 in the year 1872. Even more impres- 
ive are the figures of the increase In total expend- 
itures. While the budget in the year VII, was 
7,500,000 francs it was 104,000,000 francs in 1800, 
145,000,000 francs in 1860, 187,000,000 francs in 1872, 
and 226,000,000 francs in 1880.

. THE JOYCE MURDER TRIAL. 
Dunstan, Nov. 14.~—The trial of Patrick 
Joyce on the chargeof being a participant 
in the massacre of the Joyce family at 
Maamstrasna was continued betore Judge 
Barry today. Abother prisoner accused of 
the murder has turned approver, and the case 
seems likely to be fully made out. 

Phelbin, the approver, gave his evidence 
against the prisoner. He presented a sullen, 
dejected appearance, and evidently had no 
sympathy with his own part in the prosecu- 
won. His testimony, nevertheless, confirmed 
the story already published that ten men 
went to Joyce’s house. He saw Patrick 
Joyce, the prisoner, enter the door. Witness 
then ran away, and as he fled heard benhitid 
him. proceeding from the house, shouts of 
* Murder” and screams for help. 

After some further evidence the case for 
the Crown and the defense was closed.

A Receiver Appointed for the Danville

The First Symphony Concert. 

It has long been a matter of regret that so 
large a city as Chicago, containing so many 
fine musicians and so manypeople capable of 
understanding and appreciating really good 
music, should not possess a well-trained or- 


chestra of sufficient numbers to interpret the 


most difficult works of the great masters. 
The attempt to organize such an orchestra 
had been often made only to result in fail- 
ure. Let all that was needed was to gather 
together the material at hand and intrust to 
a capable artist the work of fashioning it 
into shape. Drill and rehearsal under et- 
ficient leadership to renew, acquaintance with 
familiar works, and to study and pertorm the 
new was the price to be paid, and the certain 
result would be a body of men accustomed 
to playing together ready at a few hours’ 
notice to take part in concert or other musical 
entertainment, and to constitute a band of 
trained co-workers such as is found in each 
of the larger Eastern cities. The various 
attempts to organize such a force met with 
no encouragement, however, until Mr. 
Thomas’ annua! visits—in which each year 
he brought fewer men from abroad and took 
more from at home to constitute his orelies- 
tra—showed what an admirable nucleus ex- 
isted here for the formation of a first-class 
orchestra. It is practically impossible to 
give a thoroughly satisfactory concert in 
which there is any choral work without an 
orchestral accompaniment, and this every 
musician feels and acknowledges. But whio 
was to start again that which had so often 
failed before? Who would undertake the 
risk of assembling an orehestral force and be 
obliged to trust to professions of musical love 
and affection for support? For musie is 
a commodity as well as an art, and as it re- 
quires and demands ot its votaries constant, 
unremitting labor, they in turn must look to 
their mistress for a livelihood. Late last 
winter Mr. Liesegang “took the bull by the 
borns,” the “Chicago Philharmonic Soei- 
ety” was organized, and under the auspices 
ef some of our leading citizens gave its first 
concert April 15. The program contained 
nothing new, yet it showed that admirable 
work might be done in time, and this society 
is still in existence and proposes to give 
other concerts during the winter. 

“Spocess breeds success,” and this season 
we are to have two orchestral organizations 
in the field. Though under different lead- 
ers the forces are the same, and the exist- 
ence of the two societies is an advantage and 
not ai detriment to each other, 
since it gives the musicians themselves 
just double the amount of drill and 
work togéther—the one thing they 
need. The Symphony Society gave its first 
concert at Central Music-Hall last evening 
before a good audience, and its first appear- 


ance may also be chronicled as an exceed- 


ingly successful one. The leader, Mr. Ed- 
ouard Heimendahl, is well known in this 
city as a good violinist and a good musician. 
Although new as a conductor his musicianly 
qualities were conspicuous in the mainte- 
nance of the tempos taken without being 
hurried or dragging, and in the remarkably 
good phrasing. Mr. Heimendahl shows also 
considerable ease and quiet in conducting; 
his time-beating is for the most part precise, 
and he has taken from Mr. Thomas the com- 
mendable feature of a uniform bowing of the 
strings. The orchestra played well in time, 
and the first violins were especially good. 
In Mr. Heimendahl’s conducting, however, 
there were one or two minor points that 
call for adverse criticism. When a 
movement begins with a part of a 
measure, for instance, he appeared 
to show a want of decision, 
and not to command that amount of attention 
from his orchestra which is indispensable to 
a precise attaek. So alsoin places where the 
time is retarded or accelerated the leader 
lacked energy; his orchestra appeared to be 
leading rather than to be led. Another 
crucial test of a conductor’s powers is in ex- 
pression and shading. Here the piano of the 
orchestra was notsufficiently delicate—as for 
instance in the second movement of the 
massenet number where the violoncellos 
carry the air and the violins play the accom- 
paniment pizzicato; here the volume of tone 
was not well-balanced.and the solo was some- 
what roughly played. So also the Andante 
of the symphony calls for rather more del- 
icacy in handiing than was givenit. And 
in the symphony as in the Hungarian Dances 
there was a lack of passiou and of fire which 
may have been due to alack of magnetism in 
the leader or to lack of rehersals by the 
orchestra. On the whole, however, Mr. 
Heimendah! gave sufficient proofs of mu- 
sical ability as a leader to more than satisfy 
those who were present, and the shortcom- 
ings to which attention has been called were 
only such as can easily’ be corrected by ex- 
perience. 

The program itself was a rather long one. 
The only new orchestral selecton was Mas- 
senet’s Scenes Pittoresques,” avery bright 
number, beautifully finished, and with the 
fine instrumentation characteristic of the 
French school of composition. It contains 
four movements and regails, especially in 
the third number, the former work of the 
same name by the same author repeatedly 
played here by Thomas. The Mosart Sym- 
phony in G minor was composed in 1788, and 
with its two companions of about the same 
date is regarded by Awbruise as one of 
the most perfect of muslcal compositions. 
The “Hungarian Dances” are not new; the 
tempo and rhythm are both lively and the se- 
lection on that account a favorit. Mr. Heim- 
endah! had the assistance of Mr. Emil Lieb- 
ling, who played Chopin’s familiar concerto 
in F minor, and a new selection, the scherzo, 
from a concerto in B minor by Scharwenka. 
In response to an encore he gave a gavotte of 
Bach’s. In the first number, the introduc- 
tion was badly played by the orchestra and 
there was an apparent lack of unity between 


the piano and the instruments, suggestive of | 


want of rehearsal. Mr. Liebling himseif ap- 
‘to be in capital practice, and 
some of his playing was the best he has ever 


* shown here. 


The first movement in the Chopin concerto 
was relatively the weakest. The two other 
movements were admirably given, the ren- 
dition of the second especially calling for un- 
qualified commendation, The Scharwenka 
scherzo is both brilliant; and difficult, and 
was crisply and clearly played, the runs 
and arpegzios being especially clean cut and 
interpreted with apparent ease. The encore 
given was a one and well merited, 

Mr. Heimendahl is to be congratulated on 
the success of his first attempt at conducting 
@ symphony concert. It the audience was 
not as large or as demonstrative as might 
have been wished it certainly appreciated 
the good work done, and will look forward 
with pleasure to the next entertainment of 
tne same kind, which occurs Dec. 19,

BIG AND LITTLE CASINO. 


Roaring Scandal in a Washington City 
Hotel—Midnight Rougch-and-Tumbie 
Fight in “My Lady’s Chamber,” 

Special to Cincinnati Commeretal. 

BALriuonk, Md., Nov. 13.—A special from 
Washington says: For some days. past the 
denizens of a fashionable up-town hotel have 
been discussing with bated breath the details 
of a scandal way; way up in society.

GERMAN LIQUOR LAWS. 


Stringent Laws Euforeced— The Sale on 
Sunday-The Punishment Inflicted— 
Drunkards Dented Liquor. 

The following, showing the German laws 
with regard to the sale of beer and liquors. is 
from a speech lately delivered by Gov. Fos- 
ter, of Ohio: 

I have been at some pains to find out what 
the German laws in reference to this traffic 
are. lwrote to the Hon. Arthur Lee, who 
was four or five years Consul at Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, and asked him if be could tell 
me. Ile told me ina general way. But he 
wrote to a friend in Germany, 80 as to get all 
the particulars, and then he wrote to me, and 
I hold in my hand an epitome of the German 
laws on that subject, which I wil! read: 

“1. Must obtain a permit, and in order to 
get that must show a good character. If the 
presumption is that the person applying 
would abuse the privilege by permitting 
drunkenness, allowing gambling, or telerat- 
ing secret vice, permission is refused. Also, 
when the intended place of business is so lo- 
cated and arranged as not to comply with 
police regulations, permission is refused. 

„2. Permission to commence a retail trade 
in liquors, or to open beer and wine houses 
with which the entertaining of travelers is 
not connected, shall only be granted when 
the proper official authorities shall be con- 
vinced of the necessity and usefulness of such 
an enterprise. This rule was adopted in 
Prussia in 1835, and has been continued by 
the Empire. 

“3. Permission to carry on a hotel or a re- 
tall business in wine or beer in a place of 
15,000 inhabitants shall only be granted when 
the local police and communal authorities 
ig give thelr opinions as to its necessi- 


es. 

4. The placé where the retail business is 
located shall not be remote, so that police 
supervision shall not be inconvenient. The 
main entrance shall lead directly to the place 
of business, and nut through rooms and 
chambers, which are not appropriate. [No 
sneaking around corners, or cigar-stands, or 
through alleys, but the entrance must de 
frow the street, so that the police can enter 
without avy — 

“5. The business shall not be located in the 
immediace neighborhood of a school, church, 
or cemetery. : 

“6. A wide distinction is made between 
malt and distilled liquors. 

“7. In each Prussian village which consti- 
tutes the exclusive jurisdiction of a Burgo- 
master at least one place for we sale of spir- 
ituous liquors may be allowed; but where two 
or more villages are united in the 
same magisterial jurisdiction hey shall

‘14, Keepers of drinking places wio contin- 
ue to sell spirituous liquors to a person whom 
the police have designated to them asa 
drunkard, or who permit such persons to re- 
main in their public rooms, may be fined 
from two to five thalers, and any retail ven- 
der of beer and wine who continues to sell 
such beverages to any one who betrays 
traces of drunkenness may befined from 
one-half thaler to 10 thalers. tion of

15. Keepers of houses where drinks are 
sold, or billiard-saloons or confectionery 
shops, are not allowed to receive upon their 
premises scholars in the public schools and 
other educational institu s of the place 
unless such scholars shall be accompanied 
by their parents or guardians. Neither is the 
sale of food or drink to such scholars at the 
places named permitted, and the fact that the 
person violating this act did not know that 

y were receiving or selling to scholars in 

schools may not be pleaded in mitigation 


of the offense.’ 


CALIFORNIA JOURNALISM. 


Death of Frederick MacCrellish and J. 
’ W. Simonton. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 4—A rather 
singular coincidence is the death in the same 
week of two well-known California news- 
paper men—Frederick MacCrellish, the 
editor of the Alta, and J. W. Simonton, one 
of the proprietors of the Morning Call. 
MacCrellish wag one of the best-known fig- 
ures in ‘the streets of San Francisco, and 
everybody seemed to know him; Simonton 
paid flying visits to the coast neariy every 
year, but he only represented a name to the 
great number of Californians. MacCrellish 
was one of the Argonauts, around whom 
Bret Harte has cast a poetical halo. It must. 
be said that they came here with the prosaic 


n 


purpose of making money, and that those 


whom whisky, and disease, and pioneer 
vicissitudes did not slay in their 
prime, lived to enjoy the fruits of their en- 
ergy. MacCrellish was one of the most ener- 
getic among this band of vigorous and dar- 
ing young men. He tried mining, but failed; 
then ne tried his luck in the newspaper bygi- 
ness in this city. That, too, at first, yiel el 
him nothing more than a bare subsistence. 


Finally, about 1856,@e became interested in 


the Alta, and from that time he prospered. 
The paper sprang in one day from a starve- 
ling little sheet to the chief newspaper in the 
city. It was at the time of the Vigilance 
Committee. James King, of William, the 
founder of the Bulletin, had been shot down 


in the streets by Casey, one of the ruffians 
who proposed to rule the city by intimida- 
tion and ballot-box stuffing. The better class 
of pe ple banded together for protection un- 
der the lead of William T. Coleman, a well- 
known merchant. They tried Casey and sen- 
tenced him tobe hanged. The Heraid, the 
foremost newspaper of the city, took Casey’s 
art and denounced the action of the Vigi- 
ance Committee. In one day all the lead 
business-men Who advertised in the Hera 
and to whom it owed its life, withdrew their 
support and went over to the Alta. From a 
big blanket shéet the Herald dwindled to the 
size of a small window-pane, struggled a few 
days, and then died. MacCrellish was purely 
a financial editor. He kept a keen eye on 
the coumuercial columns, and he made his 
paper a necessity to all business-men. For 
many years he had the monopoly of the auc- 
tioneers’ advertsements, trequently printing 
a full page of ten columns. His paper sold 
for 50 cents a week or 10 cents a copy, and 
this price was maintained until about two 
years ago. Ile reached out after news and was 
one of the projectors of the first telegraph 
line across the plains. In the various tnin- 
ing excitements which swept over the State 
he mine & large Tartan which he spent iu 
open-handed fashion. He built a fine house 
in Pine street, just a block above the resi- 
dence of ex-Gov. Stanford, and there hg en- 
tertained many visitors to the city. Both he 
and his paper were prosperous until the 


Comstock mining fever set in, He coined 


money durmg the early days of this excite- 
Sent: be doubled his already large fortune; 
but in an evil hour he began to speculate in 
stocks, and loss followed loss in swift suc- 
eession. Rival newspapers, cheaper 
more popular in character, drew off a large 
part of his subscribers. Still he made a 
strong fight, ahd never could be induced to 
admit that the Alta was not among the lead- 
—— of the coast. 
un 1e seeret of MacCrellish’s popularity was 
his heartiness of manner and his generosity, 
He was lavish in gifts to public charities, 
while his private benefactions were unnum- 
bered. When! he had a fortune he kepta 
band of pensioners, and one of the things 
which most niade him sour and cynical in 
his last years was the ingratitude shown by 
many whom he had helpea to put on their 
feet when stricken down by disaster. In. 
person he was tall, with a fine fresh face, 
and somewhat the features and the look of 
“Christopher North.“ He was very gentle- 
manly in manner, but when among men he 
was wontto season his talk with strange 
and mouth-filling oaths, Consumption 
wrecked and brought him to his grave before 
hia time. ö 
The death of Mr. Simonton was largely due 
to overwork. He took few vacations, and 
those were consumed in business enter- 
prises. He caine back this year to peed — 


regain his lost strength. But he was too 
late. His death, whatever learned name the

There was more activity in local financial cir- 
cies, the inquiry for discounts being rather 
sharp in some quarters, and currency orders 
from the country were quite heavy. Local 
packeré are not borrowing much yet; they are 
mostly able to work on their own funds till there 
are larger stocks to be carried than vow. Rates 
of discount were firm at 7@8 per cent, the inside 
betng the most usual figure. The clearings of 
the Chicugo banks yesterday aggregated §7,900,- 
000, being $1,200,000 less than on Monday. 

Eastern exchange was easier at par to a dis- 
count of 2% per $1,000, mostly at the latter rate. 
It was understood that one or two lots changed 
bands at a discount of 500 per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was steady, with a liberal 
supply of bills, understood to be mostly on flour 
aud lard shipments.. Posted rates for sterling 
were 48144@486%, with actual at 481@485. Eu- 
giish documentary quoted at 4784%@4794%. Con- 
tinentdl rates were steady, us follows: Bankers’ 
francs, 620%@516%; documentary bills. 527% 
526%; bankers’ marks, 9454@9644; documentary 
marks, 93% @83%. 

The New York stock market was generally 
stronger yesterday till near the close. Thena 
rather heavy bear movement set in, which car- 
ried prices down to the opening figures or a lit- 
tie below them, with one or two exceptions. 

The latest gossip in New York financial circles 
includes the fuliowing: It is said that before Mr. 
UOsgood’s death bis holdings of Lackawanna 
were all sold. Vanderbilt is said to be neygotiat- 
ing for the sale of more Government bonds. 
The rumor of the lease of the Canada Southern 
to the Michigan Ceatral is denicd, but it is be- 
lieved that a virtual consolidation of interests 
is being perfeeted. The former is said to bave 
eurnéd last month $100,000 over fixed 
charges. It is predicted that both will be 
withdrawn from the Chicago pool after Dec. 1. 
Some banks again reiuse to lend money on 
Richmond & Danville. Holders of Rock Island 
and Omaha are indignant and beiligerent. Large 
foreign orders have been received to buy Can- 
ada Soutnern. The Illinois Central Directors, 
with two exceptions, are said to favor the much- 
talked-of scrip Gividend. The stock (Louisville 
& Nushvilie) hela by the City of Louisville is said 
to hu ve Veen transferred to the New York office. 

„Hayvden's iusurance figures of fire and marine 
insurance statistics for 1881 present some inter- 
esting features. The figures are those of 1,145 
com pauies, and they show that there was writ- 
ten #9,417,910,01U1, afoss insurance of fire risks. 
Amountof fire insurance in foree at close of 
1881, $13,135,388, 863. 

In marine and inland insurance there was 
52.048.089.584 written in 1881, and an analysis of 
these risks shows that those of the purely ma- 
rine companies are falling off and that those of 
the fire-marine companies are advancing. The 
following comparative figures are of interest:

MINING NOTES. 


Of the mines in Colorado we have 1 — 
only in a general way; but in regard t some 
of them in Arizona and New Mexico we 

uote from information given us by Mr. 
William McConnell, a ae © shar cool- 
headed man from Rochester, e had 
personally visited with Gen. john A. Logan 
nearly all the mines of which he spoke. It 
must be confessed the account of some of 
them seems almost incredible. 

The Grand Central, of Tombstone, is now 
yielding $125,000 per month, and it can easily 
be made to double that amount. 

The Carlisle, on the Gila River, near the 
line of Arizona and New Mexico, has a well- 
defined fissure vein between walls of rock, 
the vein being 22 teet thiek. and yielding 
on an averag n gold 222 A shaft 
has been sunk on a vein 375 feet, and it re- 
mains in all respects the same. These mines 
are owned mainly by the Hon. N. K. Fair- 
bank, of this city, and Mr. McConnell confi- 
dently recdicts that in ten years Mr. Fair- 
bank will be the richest man in the world. 
Fortunate Mr. Fairbank. 

The Grand View, nine miles below the last- 
named mine, yields $450 per ton ot silver and 
$80 in copper. 

The Sage Hen on the same range, four 
miles below, assays $250 in silver and $54 in 
gold—a very valuable mine. 

Next in value to the Fairbank mines is that 
of Lake Valley, in New Mexico, 180 miles 
south ot Santa Fé, and only thirteen miles 
east of the Atchison. Topeka & Santa Fre 
Railway. ‘The ore is a sand carbonate, 
and from a specimen of it we 
saw the pure silver fry out 
when held in a gaslight. Mr. George Robins, 
of New York, has the controlling interest in 
this mine. ‘There is now, Mr. McConnell as- 
sured me, at least $1,500,000 in sight; and the 
wealth of the mine ig absolutely fabulous. 

The Viola. near’ Lordsburg, sixty miles 
west of Deming, has a fourteen-foot vein be- 
tween wall rock.

$600 per ton, and have just reac bed ore at a 
depth of 320 feet that assays 82.500 per ton.

The False Prophet of the Soudan claims to be 
the Imam Mahdi, or the last prophet Allah will 
send to conquer the enemies of Islam and ruie 

supreme over the world. To such a person all 
Mohammedans would kneel and serve. Tue Sul- 
tan himself would cease to think of the Caliph- 
ate in the presence of such a potentate and rep- 
resentative of Allah on earth. 

The imam Mahdi is to come, according to Mo- 
hammedan belief, accompanied witb great signs 
and wonders, and he wiil appear shortly before 
the Judgment Day. He comes on a white horse. 
and at the head of an army all mounted on 
white horses. This bears a strong resemblance 
to the Kaiki Avatar of the Hiudus, which is to 
make its appea pearance on a white horse, and when 
the white horse stamps its foot the black age is 
to end, and the golden age will begin again. 
There have been mauy pretenders to this char- 
acter in the East, and the ludtan bazuars during 
the mutiny often had wondrous tales of his ap- 
pearance leading his army of white horses.

A bill was filed yesterday in the Circuit 

Court by William H. Powell, R. J. Osborne,

13. Jefferson, to restrain them from building 
a high-school house or issuing any bonds for 
such purpose. They.set out that previous to

held June 24, 1882, for the purpose of vot 
on the question of building a high-schoo 
building and of issuing bonds to pay for the 
same. At the election ninety-three votes 
werecast in favor of the school and thirty- 
thr ainst it, ninety-three votes in favor 
uing bonds and twenty-eight against, 
six votes for hav the building at the 
southeast corner of Irving Park boulevard 
and Allen street, two votes in favor of hav- 
mg it at Montrose, one for having it at Irv- 

Park, and fifteen ** against site.“ 

‘here are four voting precincts in the 
township, but no call or notices were issued 
in any but the First Precinct, where alone 
an election was held. The Trustees of 
Schools have not taken the site on Irving 
Park boulevard, in favor of which a majori- 
ty of the votes were cast, but have selected 
a place in the N. W. & of the N. W. A of 
Sec. 15, 40, 18, which is not now the centre of 
the township nor centrally located as regards 
the population. The majority of the inhabit- 
ants live in the southeast portion of the 
township, near the western boundaries 
of Chicago, and in Secs. 2% and 
86, so that to accommodate the great- 
est number of pupils the schoolhouse should 
be erected somewhere in Sec. 36 or in School 
District 11. The complainants insist that the 
election last June was entirely void, and if it 
shall be so decided they ask that the School 
Trustees may be restrained from building 
any high school, or issuing any bonds there- 
for. If, however, the election is held to be 
valid, they ask that the Trustees may be en- 
joined from building on the site already se- 
ected or at any other place than at the cor- 
ner of Irvine Park boulevard and Allen. 
street. A temporary injunction was granted 
by Judge Tuley under a bond for $2,500, 


The Power of the County Court to Issue 
Injunctions, 

Joseph and Sigmund Schulein yesterday 
commenced a suit in debt against Sheriff 
Mann and his sureties, John Raber, C. B.

The new Bennett cable will be in working 
order next summer.

And, having been honestly 
and so cheaply built: the rates charged will 
be just sufficient to pay a {fair profit on the 
investment. Mr. Beanett has already shown

a. In this age of sharp practices and
